Mort Sahl will appear at NECC’s 

cafeteria at 7:00 p.m. tomorrow free of 
charge to NECC Students. Non-students 
will pay $3.00 at the door. 


Mort Sahl entered the arena December 
23, 1953 at the Hungry j in San 
Francisco. He has always been a 
uniquely American “Frister’--he was 
the first comedian .to work casually 
attired in sweaters (he still does); he was 
the first (and still the only) comedian to 
word totally improvisationally; he was 
the first comedian profiled in The New 
Yorker, The Reporter, Playboy, 
Esquire, Holiday, the cover of Time; he 
was the first non-musician spotlight in 
Downbeat and Metronome; he was the 
first comedy album and the first to win a 
Grammy Award; he was the first 
entertainer invited to address the 
prestigious National Press Club in 
Washington, D.C.; he was the first 
political satirist to have his own 
syndicated television show; he was the 
first comedian to perform college 
concerts; the first to cover the 
Republican and Democratic National 
Conventions as an accredited corres-' 
pondent; and, surely not least, the first 
entertainer to write speeches for a 
President of the United States (John F. 
Kennedy). And the beat goes on--more 
college, club and TV dates than he owns 
sweaters; a club room to be named for 
him at Las Vegas Hilton; and a 
no-nonsense autobiography, due in 
November, written in the. inimitable 
Sahl style. He still holds attendance 
records at every club he has played from 
the Hungry iand Mr. Kelley’s in Chicago 
through last month’s engagement at 
Jimmy’s in New York and his current 
stand at the Las Vegas Hilton. Sahl 
doesn’t partake of the so-called “cele- 
brity” golf or tennis tournaments, but he 
has numbered among his intimates 
Bertrand Russell, Adlai Stevenson, 
Thornton Wilder, John F. Kennedy, 
Eugene McCarthy, William O. Douglas, 
J. William Fulbright, S.J. Perelman, 
George Wallace, and Ronald Reagan, 
among others. He has been called the 
“Will Rogers of our time”; history yet 
may record that Will Rogers was the

Body found 
to be student 
at ULowell

ANDOVER — The body recovered from 
the Merrimack River Saturday is that of a 
former Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege student who was attending Lowell Uni- 
versity prior to his disappearance in late 
February. 

Robert B. McLaughlin, 24, was reported 
missing Feb. 27, and was last seen Feb. 19. 
Cause of death is still undetermined. 

“We only know that there were no gun- 
shot wounds, no stabbings and no strangula- 
tion,’’ said Andover Detective John 
Bernhardt who has been investigating the - 
case. , 

He said a final cause of death ruling 
awaits a state pathologist’s report. ‘‘The 
sand had been in the water a long time,”’ he 
said. ; 

When news of Saturday’s finding was 
publicized, Andover police received inquir- 
ies from Lowell where McLaughlin had 
been reported missing. The student had 
never been fingerprinted, but identification 
was possible through dental records, Bern- © 
hardt said. 

A native of Jamaica Plain, his last 
known address was 351 Hildreth St., Low- 
ell. His body was found Saturday at 3:40 
p.m. floating in the river near the Fish 
Brook pumping station. It was removed 
last night from the Frederick E. Allen and 
Son Funeral Home, Lawrence, to the Rob- 
ert J. Lawler Funeral Home, 363 South 
Huntington Ave., Jamaica Plain. 

McLaughlin was graduated from Boston 
Latin School in 1971 and from Northern 
Essex Community College in 1974. He is the 

son of Henry T. and Marion E. (Sloan) Mc- 
Laughlin of Jamaica Plain, and is survived 
by three brothers and five sisters and his 
two grandmothers. 


Burton concerned with Haverhill’s

Lebanon is just another name in the 
news, another civil strife so common---a 
three minute brief on the evening 
national news....a home and where pain 
and misery have been a common fact of 
life for a year now. 


Kamal Karam is concerned about 
Lebanon. He knows what jis going on 


‘there. He was born and raised in 


Lebanon. His mother and brother are 
still living there. 


Lebanon’s dilemma of civil war has been 
raging for nearly a year now, claiming 
twenty thousand lives while wounding 
sixty thousand. Scores have been left 
homeless and ravaged by the fighting 
between Christians and Moslems. 
Lebanon's population was last extimated 
in 1974 as 2.78 million. Moslems hold a 
sixty percent majority. 


Kamal is a fourth semester student 
enrolled in the Business Management 
program. He came to the United States 
to attend school three and a half years 
ago, attending Louisiana State Uni- 
versity for one semester. Then, through 
a relative in Lawrence found out about 
NECC and decided to attend. NECC is 
more suitable in size and atmosphere for 
his likings. 

The Lebanese student is~ currently 
president of the Lebanese American 
Cultural Association of Greater 
Lawrence. There are some sixteen 
hundred Lebanese families in this area. 
The Association was formed to help and 
assist these families when need occurs. 


Since the outbreak of fighting in 
Lebanon, Karam and the LACA have 
been working in coordination with the 
Lebanese American and Benevolent 
Association of Brocton. A_ national 
organization, Save Lebanon, which has 
its main office in Boston, is another 
group with which Karam works to send 
medical supplies and financial assistance 
to the war-torn people of his native land. 


“We send medical aid and supplies to 
Lebanon through the Red Cross,” Karam 
says. “Last month we sent half a 
shipload of supplies which included two 
ambulances. We are now trying to send 
more medical supplies and food to feed 
the hungry.”

Even though the Association president 
said the group is “not involved in 
anything political, just humanitarian,” 
he has a few personal whims about the 
problems in Lebanon and what can be 
done to correct them. . 


Kamal sees a need for stronger political 


action by the Lebanese military. The 
need to subdue the fighting factions 
roaming the streets of Beirut is 
necessary now, according to Karam, 
because “the streets talk.” 


There are between twelve and seven- 
teen factions involved in this conflict, not 
including outside interests. 


“In my knowledge,” Kamal said, “I can't 
say it is a religious war.” The Moslem is 
pushed by a Libyan government and an 
Arab government to kill every Christian 
that lives in the country,” he said. 


The Socialist leader controls the streets 
of the Moslem sectors,” Kamal said, 


Interview with President: 


John B. Silveria III 


The newly elected President of the 
Student Council, John Silveria, has this 
to say to concerned students who are 
thinking ahead to better their campus, 
and services available by this college. 


The new officers appointed for the 
Student Council are as follows...John 
Silveria, President; Sam Brendess, Vice 
President; Christine Collins, Secretary; 
and Dave Brown, Treasurer. The 
Student Council has recently been 
reorganized in a wake of a devastating 
crisis where our former treasurer, Glen 
Zacharian was suspended and former 
President, Joseph Raymond resigned. 
Due to these incidents, the Student 
Council was unable to reorganize for four 
weeks, 


In an interview with the new President, 
it was found that student input to the 
Student Council has its short comings. 
There were six vacant seats, and a 
special election was to be run to fill these 
seats. There were only four applicants 
and in order to save the expense of an 
election; these four applicants were 
appointed? however only three showed 
up at the council meeting. 


Here is a clear lack of participation and 
an indication of the apathetic attitude of 
this campus. In the past two semesters, 
the student council spent over two 
thousand dollars for the implementation 
and drafting of a new constitution which 
contained a wide spread involvement by 
students; however it was found that 
there wasn’t enough student participa- 
tion to implement such a constitution. 
“It’s a shame that in a school this large, 
with this many students, there just isn't 
that participation,” says John Silveria. 


There are always people who are willing ‘

“They kill by identity,” Karam) said, “Tt 
you are a Christian, they kill you,” 
Kamal and his family are Christian. He 
was raised in Hammana in the beautiful 
mountainous countryside, twenty-two 
miles from Beirut. 


Before leaving his homeland to attend 
school here in the United States, Kamal 
worked for the BBC in downtown Beirut. 
He worked as a secretary for the- 
managers of the’ language programs 
aired.on local television and radio there. 
He speaks Arabic, French, and English | 
fluently. 


The Lebanese student said he feels, 


“very, very bad” about the present state | 


of his country. However, he seems 
confident that all will work itself out in 
due time. He says, “The Christians and

to complain, and criticize, but when the 
help is asked for, and needed there is 
absolutely no one. The only time we see 
anyone at a meeting is when he has a 
complaint. They’re never there when we 
want advice or input. What is wrong 
with the students here at Northern 
Essex? 


The new President has reopened 
discussion on such areas as. re-imple- 
mentation of varsity. sports. We're 
looking into the feasibility of paying 
students for serving on committees and 
also for performing services for the 
college. The fact that classes are held 
during student activity period has just 
about tied the hands of the council. 
We're moving towards a change in that 
direction _to get classes abolished 
because it seems that teachers are more 
interested in getting out of school quick 
than they are in the active life of a 
student.

Not only is there an apathy in the 
students in general, but the student 
councilors at large are hesitant to go out 
of their way to any degree to just make 
meetings. “If the students don’t wake up 
now, next semester they won't have any 
representation,” says John Silveria. 


It'll be a total breakdown of student 
government, which means our monies 
will be used any way the college sees fit 
without student input. There’s no need 
of it. There are intelligent, aware men 
and women on this campus that have the 
time to get involved and are either 
uninformed or just plain too lazy to take 


_ the initiative to find out what they can 


do. 
In these times of tight money, it's. 


important, that. we as. students take. .

the Moslems have lived to gether for a 
long time. We are going to live with each 
other again.’ 


Speaking out against the Arabic 
leadership, Karam said,“they are looking 
for their own profit from this civil war,” 
adding, “they all want to be heroes 
someday.” Karam says that Eyyptian 
President Anwar Sudat “had.to prove 
himself as an Arabic leader” by sending 
five thousgnd weapons and one million 
rounds of ammunition to the rebels in 
Beirut. 


He says#Sudat “lost face” in the Arabian 
world by signing the Sinai Peace 
Agreement, now in effect in the tense 
Middle East. 


Referring to a Reader’s Digest article on 
Yassar Arafat (April, 1976), leader of the 
PEO, one of the main fighting factions 
involved in Lebanon, Karam quoted 
Arafat as he spoke to the United Nations 
General Assembly in November, 1974. 
Arafat said, “I have come bearing an 
olive branch and a freedom fighter’s gun. 
Do not let the olive branch fall from my 
hand.” 


In Karam’s eyes, “Arafat has lost his 
olive branch.” Karam says “when he 
arrived at Beirut, he became a fighter 
against Lebanon.” [ don’t think there is 
any Arab country that gave the 
Palestinians what Lebanon has. We 
gave them shelter and hope.” Lebanon 
has been housing four hundred thousand 
Palestinians in refugee camps there. 
Karam has a family in Lebanon, a 
mother and brother. “I don’t know 
anything about my family,” he says. “I 
have been trying to reach them for four 
weeks. There are no communication 
lines between the United States and. 
Lebanon.” 


As long as his people need help, Kamal 
and the organizations formed to help the 
embattled people of Lebanon — will 
continue to do so, 


Kamal Karam plans on going home soon 
if things settle down. He wants to see his 
family and of course will help in any way 
he can. He has intentions of going back 
to LSU to finish his degree work. 


“The world,” Kamal says, “has forgotten — 
there is a people that lives in Lebanon 
and a country on the map to talk about.” 
Luckily for Lebanon there are still those 
like Kamal and his compatriots who have 
not forgotten.

State compact guarantees 
transfer credits

For those who aren't aware, in a bill 
sponsored by the ‘Transfer 
Council and the State Transfer Articu- 
lating Committee in the State House 
May 13, 1974, the Presidents of the five 
sectors of public higher education in 
Massachusetts signed a_ policy that 
became effective in the fall of 1974 
guaranteeing transfer students full 
credit for undergraduate college level 
study. This policy only applies to those 
students receiving an Associates of Arts 
or an Associates of Science Degree. 


The Compact “core” includes six hours of 
English/Communication, nine hours of 
Behavorial/Social Seiénces, nine hours of 


Review 


Humanities/Fine Arts, nine hours of 
Mathematics/Sciences and the remain- 
ing credits to be on a college level. 


Furthermore, “D": credit will be 
accepted toward the Baccalaureate 
Degree but the receiving institution is 
required to accept that “D” credit 
toward a major only if it does so for the 
students who enroll in the four-year 
institution“as freshmen. If they do, then 
the total sixty credits can be transferred 
with “D”s without worry.

1. Belief in God: A Natural Instinct 


Belief in God is as much natural as any ~ 


natural instinct can be. An atheist asked 
Imam Jaffer Sadiq how could he 
convince him about the existence of God. 
Coming to know that the man had gone 
several times on sea voyages, Iman 
asked him: “Have you ever been caught 
in a fierce storm in middle of nowhere, 
your rudder gone, your sails torn away, 
trying desperately to keep your boat 
afloat?” The answer was “Yes.” Then 
Iman asked: “And sometimes perhaps 
even that leaking boat went down 
leaving you exhausted and helpless on 
the mercy of raging waves?” The answer 
was again “Yes.” 


Then Iman asked: “Was not there, in all 
that black despair, a glimmer of hope in 
your heart that some unnamed and 
unknown power could still save you?” 
When he agreed, Iman said: “That 
power is God.” 


That atheist was intelligent. He knew 
the truth when he saw it. 


2. To be or not to be 

We think about thousands and thou- 
sands of things. We imagine a horse, a 
man, an aeroplane, the earth, a train and 
a book. We see the pictures of these 
things displayed on the screen of our 
imagination. 

This is called the 
imagination. 


existence in 


And also ahorse, a man, a aeroplane, the 
earth, a train or a book has its own 
existence outside our imagination. That 
is called existence outside imagination. 
This is the real existence. 


Sometimes, we imagine such ideas which 
can never be found outside our 
imagination. We may imagine “two plus 
two equals five.” But can two plus two be 
five in real existence? No. We may 
imagine that a thing exists and also does 
not exist at the same place at the same 
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time. But can this happen in the world of 
reality? Certainly not. 


Such imagined ideas which can never 
exist in reality are called “Impossible. * 


Also we imagine a man walking at a 
certain time. Can this happen in reality? 
Remove all other ideas from your mind. 
Just look at the imagined picture of that 
man walking at a particular time. Now 
say, is it necessary that that man should 
be walking at that time? Or, on the other 
side, is it impossible of him to be walking 


. at that time? The answer to both 


questions is “No.” Why? Because it is 
neither essential nor impossible for any 
man to walk at a given time. He may be 
walking; he may not be walking. So far 
as the reason and logic is concerned both 
his walking and not walking are possible, 
but not necessary. 


Such imagined ideas which have equal 
relation with existence and non-exist- 
ence, are called “possible.” They may 
exist in reality; they may not exist. 
There is nothing in their: nature to 
demand this or that. “To be” and “Not to 
be” both are equal to such things, so far 
as their nature is concerned. 


So far we have seen two categories of 
relationship between an imagined idea 
and his existence in reality. 


(1) Where that idea has equal relation 
with existence and non-existence. It may 
exist; it may not exist. There is nothing 
in its nature to prefer either side. (2) 
Where that idea can have absolutely no 
relation with existence. It, by its very 
nature is non-existent. 


It will appear from above explanation 
that there should be a third category 
which would be opposite of “Impossible” 
mentioned in (2) above. This third 
category is of the idea which can have 
absolutely no relation with nonexistence. 
But its very definition, it is self-existent. 
Such an idea is called “Essential 
Existence” or Absolute Existence.” 


Now the picture is complete. 
3. Beginning point of the world 
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There is much conflict between the 
points of views of atheists and those who 
believe in a Supreme-Being Who created 
the world. Still, there is one important 
point where both are in complete 
agreement. 


Both agree that the basic source or cause 
of the universe is Eternal-has no 
beginning and no end; was always and 
will rémain for ever. In other words, it is 
self-existent. 


The reason for this idea is very simple: 
As every thing in this Universe falls 
under the category of “Possible,” it has 
equal relation with existence and 
non-existence. Once these things did not 
exist; now they exist; sometime in 
future they will cease to exist. By their 
nature, they cannot demand to exist or 
to cease to exist. Therefore, there must 
be a source or cause to bring them to 
existence or to terminate ioe ex- 
istence. 


And (it is the important point) that 
source of cause should not itself be just a 
“Possible” otherwise it will itself need a 
source or cause to bring it into existence. 
And this chain of cause and effect must 
stop on a cause which needs no outside 
source or cause for ‘its existence. It 
means that the final source or cause of 
bringing this universe into existence 
must be “self-existent.” 
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As I explained above, even the atheists 
accept this point, because they say that 
nothing can come out of nothing, and, 
therefore, the basic source of existence 
must be eternal. It is forever and will 
remain for ever. 


Now comes the first difference. The 
atheists say that eternal source of 
existence is “Matter.” The believers say 
that eternal source of existence is God. 


We will discuss it later. Here it is enough 
to establish _a common ground of belief, 
and that is the faith that the basic source 
or cause of the existence of the universe 
is Eternal--without beginning and 
without end. 


4, Essential qualities of the eternal 


A. By its very definition, Eternal is 
Self-existent, it could never have been 
non-existent nor can it ever be 
terminated. In other words, it has no 
beginning--because if we suppose for it a 
beginning we must admit that it was 
non-existent before that beginning. But 
we already know that it: could never 
have been non-existent. 


Therefore, we must accept that the 
Eternal has no beginning--it is ever- 
existent. 


B. By the same reason, it can have no 
end. It is ever-lasting, because it can

G.]|. Education 
Near Death?

According to sources circulating in and around Washington, D.C., the GI Bill, education 
benefactor to millions, is near death. Congressional Bill H.R. 9576, calling for the demise 
‘of GI education benefits, has cleared the House and is now awaiting pronouncement by 
the Senate. 


While national veterans’ service organizations such as the National Association of 
Veterans Program Administrators (NAVPA) and the National Association of 
Concerned Veterans (NACV) are pressing for life-sustaining measures, the Bill appears 
to be on the verge of slipping away. 


Although the GI Bill, born in the war-torn 1940's has traditionally been a war-time 
veterans benefit, statistics indicate it to be one of the country’s most sound 
investments, returning from three to eight dollars for every one invested. 


While the current edition of the Bill has failed to keep pace with the ever-rising costs of 
living and a college education, it is, nevertheless, the pace setter in providing brighter 
futures for low income and-disadvantaged veterans. For those not statistically inclined, 
there are no existing figures to tell us how many veterans could not have attended and 
graduated from college without benefit of the GI Bill. 


In the shadow of the Bill’s pending death, certain elements are clearly distinguishable. 
That some of the veterans clinging to the lower rungs of the socioeconomic ladder will 
find it more difficult, if not impossible, to finance an education is obvious; so, too, is the 
economic loss. 


Alabama, in FY 1974, witnessed $100,672,825 transferred from the Veterans 
Administration to veterans attending Alabama colleges and training centers. 
Tuscaloosa County, seat of The University of Alabama, alone received nearly four 
million dollars. By multiplying either of these figures by the marginal propensity factor 
of 2.5 (the figure economists use to measure the economic chain reaction that occurs” 
when a dollar is spent), it is not difficult to visualize a sag or two in some coffers when 
this money ceases to flow. This will be painfully noticeable on and around campuses of 
smaller and junior colleges where, traditionally, veterans constitute approximately fifty 
per cent of the total student population. 
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"I GOT A MILLION OF-EM!” 
While the termination of the GI Bill will not cut off the benefits of those vets already 
enrolled or those men and women who enlist in the military prior to the Bill's 
termination, veterans are, however, often crowded by their “delimiting date,” the 
termination of the ten-year period within which they are eligible to draw educational 
benefits. Hence, if the eteran separated from active duty in May of 1970, he has until 
May of 1980 within which to draw his education benefits. 


Although ten years seems to be more than a fair amount of time to obtain a college 
degree, often it isn’t. 


Because the student veteran is generally an older student, he often arrives on campus 
bearing financial obligations not yet encountered by his younger, mother-and-father- 
sponsored classmate. Quite often, the veteran is married and supporting a family. 


Herein lies the obstacle course in the race against the delimiting date. With the Bill’s 
low rate of payment, many veterans, particularly when the wife is unable to work due to 
family obligations, are forced from financial necessity to stagger their semesters. 
Rather than attend four consecutive years, they may only be able to afford one semester 
out of two or three, or attend school at night, laying out the intermittent semesters to 
work. 


Today, a single veteran attending school full-time receives only $270 per month, a family 
of four, $366. This must be stretched to cover tuition, fees, books, and living expenses. 
With the national average cost of two semesters of college at $2,418, the prospect of 
making ehds meet becomes bleak if the vet is unable to find a part-time job. 


Hope renevations set example

Northern Essex is about to have a partial facelift...in concern for the handicapped. 


The students, veterans, and the college staff have worked together in getting funding 
for additional improvements for those in wheel-chairs. The project is expected to be 
completed by the end of summer and should increase the number of enrolled 
handicapped students. 


Renovations will include the removal or tension lessening of the heavy doors of the 
college. Accessible bathroom facilities and more lower phone-booths will have been 
installed. More ramps will be built and more elevators installed to help make the 
campus a more convenient place for the handicapped. 


We would hope that these renovations will start a trend that may be duplicated by other 
schools in Ma: --~husetts and around the country. Hopefully soon funding will be made 
available to facilitate education for the handicapped everywhere. As these persons are 
able to secure education for careers, they can become as productive as they should hav 
the opportunity to be. ;

Further, according to the 1975 Economic Report of the President, $5,600 approximates 
the current “poverty level” for a family of four. Yet a veteran supporting a family of four 
drawing maximum benefits for a twelve-month period will receive only $4,392. To draw 
this amount, he must attend both regular and both summer semesters during that 
period. 


With these figures in mind, it’s not difficult to see that the financing of a college 
education and the maintenance of a minimum standard of living is a real undertaking. 


However, for some 500,000 veterans, this struggle for a brighter and more productive 
future may soon come to an untimely end. As of May 31, 1976, the education 
entitlements of those veterans will automatically terminate as a result of their 
delimiting date, regardless of whether or not they have completed their program of 
training. : 

These are post-Korea veterans attending school on the Vietnam edition of the GI Bill, 
initiated May 31, 1966. Unfortunately, many of these veterans, who served from 1955 to 
1966, were unaware of their eligibility to draw education benefits until it was almost too 
late. Others, for reasons previously mentioned, have been unable to. sustain a 
non-interrupted drive toward their degree. This delimiting date, consequently, finds 
some of these vets midway through their program and some who were never in a 
position to begin. 


In an attempt to provide an equitable and timely solution to this dilemma, Congressman 
Walter Flowers (AL) has introduced legislation that would allow post-Korean vets 
already-enrolled to continue drawing education benefits until they have completed their 
program of study. 


Congressman Flowers’ bill, H.R. 12088, unlike the existing measure incorporating the 
nine-month extension for undergraduate veterans, does not discriminate between the 
two program levels. It will apply to both graduate and undergraduate students alike. 


As veterans and their organizations around the country begin gearing up to push H.R. 
12088 through Congress, they will be racing against another May 31 deadline. 


Coinciding with the May 31 delimiting date is the expiration of the Veterans Cost of 
Instruction Program (VCIP). 


VCIP, initiated by Sen. Alan Cranston (CA), is an amendment to the Higher Education 
Act of 1965, provides federal funds to some twelve hundred education institutions 
nationwide for the establishment of comprehensive veterans’ programs. Programs 
range in scope from academic counseling to remedial education for adults without high 
school diplomas. 


Through VCIP funding, $23.7 million was distributed to these schools in Fiscal Year 
1975 alone. Because of these funds, many of these schools are serving thousands of 
veterans with programs and services that were previously unavailable due to lack of 
funding. 


Studies conducted on campuses across the country have indicated that veterans’ 
primary needs center around readjustment to civilian life, finances and job placement. 
Without VCIP, many, and ir some cases all, programs and services offered as solutions 
to veterans’ socioeconomic problems would cease to exist. 


It is obvious from the foregoing that 1976 will be a signal year for veterans’ legislation. 
As this country unites in celebration of its two hundred years of independence, it is 
something of a paradox that those who fought and sacrificed to preserve that 
independence are on the brink of losing rights they justly deserve. 


Because the GI Bill is not a gift, it is a right that was bought and paid for on an 
installment plan of theaters, campaigns, and casualties, it behooves us, as veterans, to 
ensure that its integrity and viability are not compromised and certainly never 
destroyed. .

One of the many amazing things to come out of the Viet-Nam war was David 
Halberstam’s book The Best and the Brightest. It made us face the truth that here in the 
United States, as in Germany before us, “the best and the brightest” are nowhere. 


The scholars, the ivy league whiz kids, the McGeorge Bundys, were shown to have 
underdeveloped hearts and to be disconnected from reality. 


In fact, it is just because they had no heart that they became disconnected. The Greeks 
articulated this wry truth when they said that Bacchus first drives insane those 
rationalists who refuse to recognize his divinity and then, if they persist in their 
intellectualism, he tears them apart physically. 


It’s almost funny sometimes to watch it happen. Some professor who believes he is 
exceptionally learned changes into a blind man who can’t tell what is right in front of his 
own nose. 


A lot of older people get that way. 


I asked my students recently to write down their thoughts for me on the question 
“What are young people learning today that their elders just don’t understand?” 


Their answers were, of course, what anyone could see who just opened his eyes and 
looked at what was right in front of his nose. Youth have that ability more than 
professors. “Les savants ne sont pas curieux.” In fact, that happens to be one of the 
main things that youth have come to understand that their elders do not understand. 


These papers were so beautiful that I couldn't help feeling a little sorry for those old 
people who are missing the magnificence of their own children. 


Here is one paper in all its uniqueness and promise: 
Question: What are young people learning today that their elders don’t understand? 


Answer: Non economically aplyable knoledge that is [secondarily eco aplicable?] 
basically unorthodox and without the boundrys of reasonable socioeconomic success 
within the minds of past patterned individuals who make judgements as to a decline or 
increase in knoledge. Knoledge cannot be confined within the boundries of scholastics 
nor can knoledge be measure by any such methods which infringe upon the right of an 
individual not to be judged in that manner; by the use of scholastic achievement exams. 


Students have unburdened themselves of some of this nonsense. Some still care of that 
which their elders do understand and scholastically they remain within the boundies for 
the Big Buck. To get a job. Others simply becomes apathetic.

I can’t help feeling a certain excitement and joy about the fact that the “civilization” we 
have known is “going down the toobs.” The future looks a lot more fruitful to me as long 
as we have students like these. It will be necessary for them to hold their faith if they 
are not to throw away what is of worth in the past. It seems to me that the controlling 
factor in that respect will be the stupidity, jealousy and hostility of their elders. But 
maybe these students will be able to salvage what is of worth in the past despite that. 


Here is something Arthur Koestler wrote in 1941. The youth will appreciate this lesson 
from the past: the historians will not because they are too caught up in the recent books 
revaluating Hitler or whatever. : \ 


“There are only two conceptions of human ethics, and they are at opposite poles. One of 
them is Christian and humane, declares the individual to be sacrosanct, and asserts that 
the rules of arithmetic are not to be applied to human units. The other starts from the 
basic principle that a collective aim justifies all means, and not only allows, but 
demands, that the individual should in every way be subordinated and sacrificed to the 
community - which may dispose of it as an experimentation rabbit or a sacrificial amb. 
.... Humbugs and dilettantes have always tried to mix the two conceptions; in practice it 
is impossible. Whoever is burdened with power and responsibility finds out on the first 
occasion that he has to choose; and he is fatally driven to the second alternative.”

The Academic Council has approved a 
Gerontology Degree and Certificate 
Program for the Division of Continuing

For the past year and a half, with the 
addition of counselors, the ground work 
has been laid to encourage the 
matriculation of these students into 
degree programs. The Evening Division

In the past, the greatest number of 
degrees awarded in Continuing Educa 
tion have been in Law Enforcement 
because the students in this field are 
enrolled to receive a degree. Most of the 
Law Enforcement enrollees are already 
engaged in service in that — field. 
Hlowever, many are not in service but 
are looking for the background to go into 
service and be better trained. 

Northern Essex was the first college in 
the Northeast to offer an evening 
nursing program for future Registered 
Nurses. A hundred and twenty people 
are in the program which will have its 
first graduating class in June of 1977. 
Continuing Education has not forgotten 
the elderly residents of the Merrimack 
Valley. Over one hundred people over 
the age of sixty-two are enrolled in 
various capacities of the Evening 
Division.

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Spring Registration

‘There appears to be a great deal of 
confusion concerning financial aid 
applicants and the upcoming Spring 
_ Registration. Several « misconceptions 
have arisen concerning the posted April 
15 deadline date for submission of 
financial aid materials. Hopefully the 
following facts may clear up any 


confusion and allay any fears you might — 


have. 


1. A student must have his’ $17.50 
student academic fee, $1.00 for each lab 
course, and $1.50 insurance at the time 
of registration. This money is non-re- 
fundable. 


2. All students applying for Financial 
Aid (new applicants or renewals) must 
complete a Basic Educational Opportun- 
ity Grant (BEOG) application, a Parent’s 
Confidential Statement (PCS) or Stu- 
dent’s Confidential Statement (FSF) and 
an NECC Institutional Application. 
Students should mail BEOG forms 
directly to Iowa; PCS forms to 
Princeton, N.J.; SFS forms to Berkeley, 
California. NECC Institutional forms are 
to be returned to the Financial Aid 
’ Office. Processing time for BEOG, PCS 
or SFS forms is four to six weeks. A 
BEOG Student Eligibility Report is 
returned from Iowa to the student 
applicant. This report must be returned 
to the Financial Aid Office at the college. 


3. If you have not yet mailed these 
forms, or have just recently mailed them 
they will mot be processed and returned 
in time for the April/May registration 
period. If this is the case, you have «wo 
options: 

A. Borrow the money to make payment 
at registration. When you receive your 
award in the fall, you will simply receive 
the full amount you have qualified for, 
instead of receiving the remainder after 
the cost of your tuition, fees and books 
have been deducted. This procedure 

- does not jeopardize the amount of 
financial aid you may be awarded.

B. Register at the next possible 
registration date. The college has 
established a “rolling registration” 
procedure beginning June 17 and 
continuing throughout the summer. For 
anyone who has not completed, and 
mailed Financial aid applications in time 
for the April 26 - May 11 registration 
period, they may register as soon as 
these forms are processed and returned 
to the Financial Aid Office, and an award 
letter has been issued. Therefore, a 
student may register on June 17 or as 
soon as possible thereafter. 


. If you have not made the April 15 
deadline date it does not necessarily 
mean that: 


A. You will not be allowed to return to 
NECC 


B. You will not be eligible for financial 
aid ; 

C. You will have to register late (that is 
in August) 


All that it does mean is that your options 
are listed as 3A or 3B above. Obviously 
the later you wait to file application 
material, the more you jeopardize your 
financial aid award and the less course 
availability you have. 


5. All returning students who are 
Veterans, and quality for tuition 
exemptions, should contact the 
Veteran’s counselors, Dick Reilly or Dick 
Braley and receive an authorization 
allowing them to register during the 
April/May registration period. 


6. All returning students who were 
funded through the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation. Commission, will be 
receiving a tentative authorization by 
MRC and therefore will be allowed to 
register in the April/May period. These 
students should check with the Financial 
Aid Office or with David Lipsey in the 
Student Center a day or two prior to 
their scheduled registration date.

Veterans Registering 


from VA OFFICE 


As a student veteran attending NECC 
and receiving federal and in some cases, 
state benefits, you should be aware of 
some steps for which you _ are 
responsible. 


1. Tuition Exemption: This applies to 
Day Division students only. New 
students must bring their Form 10 to the 
Veteran's Office before registration. 
Returning students must sign their 
exemptions for the following semester 
before pre-registration/registration. 


2. Request for Benefits: New students 
should complete and turn in their 
applications for benefits one hundred 
twenty days before the beginning of the 
term/semester in which enrolling in 
order to be eligible for Advance 
Payment. Returning students should 
report to the Veteran’s Office forty-five 
days before the end of the current 
semester/term to insure they are 
certified for future enrollment periods. 


3. Advance Payments: Veterans receiv- 
ing an advance payment at the college 


will be so notified by the Veteran’s 


Administration. Veterans who have not 
picked up their checks two weeks into 
the semester will be notified by the 
Veteran's. Office. Unclaimed checks will 
be returned thirty days from the 
beginning of the semester. This 
automatically terminates education 
benefits for which the veteran is 
certified. The Veteran’s Office must 
have proof of registration before checks 
will be issued. 


4. Prior Credit: Veterans attending 
Northern Essex who have earned 
previous college credits must have these 


credits evaluated as to how many credits 
will be accepted by Northern Essex 
toward the program in which the 
veteran is enrolling. The number of 
credit hours being accepted will be 
reported to the Veteran’s Administra- 
tion with the enrollment certificate. 
Students will have to copies of previous 
transcripts in this process. — 


5. Matriculation: All student veterans 
must be taking courses in pursuit of a 
specific education/vocational/ 
professional objective. Taking random 
courses is not allowable for receipt of 
benefits. All student veterans must 
matriculate into a specific program 
before the end of their second semester. 
See the Admissions Office or Division of 
Continuing Education for specific proce- 
dures. 


6. Academic Standards: Student vet- 
erans must progress academically in 
accordance with the sehools’ standards 
as contained in the school catalogue. The 
Veteran’s Administration will be notified 
by the college of those veterans not 
progressing satisfactorily. Benefits will 
be terminated. They cannot be re-insti- 
tuted until counselling is done by the 
VA. 


7. Attendance: Student veterans must 
comply with the school’s attendance 
policy as contained in the catalog. 
Students can be dropped from courses 
for excessive unexcused absenses. 


8. Drop/Add: Student veterans must 
notify the Veteran’s Office of drops and 
adds. The change in credit hours can 
affect benefits and result in overpay- 
ment.

prepare an audience for what is to come 
is to state that no individual, group or — 
institution is safe from the humorous 
sting of his verbal barbs. Perhaps 
Variety, in its May 15, 1974 review of 
Sahl's performance at Jimmy’s in New 
York, says it best: 


“Sahl is probably the sharpest observer 
on social and political matters in show 
biz. His talents are unique since he has 
an eye and ear sharp enough to detect 
deeply hidden meanings. He provides an 
evening of revelation on many subjects... — 
he will deride any subject regardless of 


race, creed or previous condition of — 


servitude.” 


Sahl says America not only needs a 
social critic, it demands one. “There — 
should be fifty guys doing and saying ~ 
what I am doing and saying. I never © 
expected to be here all by myself.” 
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
